Solicitation 
ordinance 
needs work 


BELLE GLADE-The Chamber of 
Commerce board of directors 
moved last week to see what could 
be done to tighten up existing city 
laws on solicitors, ~ 

Chamber President Dale Stapp 
‘said he'd been approached in his of- 
fice at Florida Power & Light Corp. 
by a young woman who virtually 
demanded the change in his 
pockets. 

Stapp also recalled he'd encoun- 
tered a woman in a wheel chair at 
the city Post Office and thought to 
himself she couldn't get up the 
step, only to discover she was 
asking everyone who entered or 
left for donations. 

The board voted to ask the city 
what can be done to stop these 
types of solicitors, singling out 
solicitors for the Unification Chur- 
ch, or Moonies, as being par- 
ticularly offensive. 

Mrs. Renee Lee, with the plan- 
ning department in the city, is in 
cliarge-óf issuing permits to ped- 
dlers and solicitors. She said the 
normal way ' of determining 
whether permits would be issued 
would be if the city receives a letter 
on letterhead stationery from a 
legitimate charity organization 
naming the person or persons who 
will be doing the soliciting: 

Mrs. Lee said churches fall un- 
der the charitable organization 
category and as long as they are 
legitimate, she has little recourse 
but to grant the permits. 

‘There are some guidelines about 
where they can ask for donations. 
Mrs. Lee said, for instarice, no 
solicitors are allowed at Glades 
Plaza and any private business can 
prevent solicitors from corning into 
their places of business. 

She also said that while the 
solicitors have a right to solicit on 
a sidewalk, they have no right to 


block the entrance of any, business

WMD releases study results 


Results of a study to evaluate the 
quality of water being backpumped 
into Lake Okeechobee from a 
portion of the 700,000-acre agricul- 
tural lands to the South were 
released by the South Florida 
Water Management District. Gov- 
erning Board at its regular meeting 


Friday. 

Technical Publication’ #78-3, 
“Water Quality in the Everglades 
Agricultural Area (EAA( and its 
Impact on Lake Okeechobee,’’ 
details the District’s part of a 
cooperative two-year program bet- 
ween the District and the Florida’ 
Sugar Cane League. This study had 
been prompted by prior research 
conducted by the District, United 
States Geological Survey and other 
agencies which had verfiied that 
the two basins contributing ihe 
"greatest amounts of nutrients to the 
Lake were the Taylor Creek-Nubbin 
Slough Basin and thé EAA. 

Lake Okeechobee is vital to 
South Florida's water management 
and supply ‘system; it serves 
diversified recreational interests, 
and provides water storage, irriga- 
tion and flood control for surround- 
ing areas, including the EAA. The 
highly productive agricultural area

During the wet season (May to 
October) the agricultural lands are 
drained.by pumps to protect the 
area from flooding. "The excess 
water in the northern third of the 
EAA is then pumped into Lake 
Okeechobee. 

Continuous loadings of nutrients, 
such as phosphorus and nitrogen 
found in agricultural rmoff, can 
speed up the eutrophication pro- 
cess in the lake. The purpose of the 
District/League study was to estab- 
lish the quantities of nutrients 
being discharged into Lake Okee- 
chobee through all sources of water 


rainfall 

Fred Davis, Director of Water 
Chemistry for the District, explain- 
ed, that, in general, the more 
phosphorus per acre received by a 
lake, the more eutrophic, ог 
nutrient enriched, it could become, 
According to University of Florida 
studies, a. maximum of 2.5 Ibs. рег 
acre per year is à desirable level of 
phosphorus that could be allowed to 
enter a lake. 

“Lake Okeechobee has an aver- 
age of 2.8 lbs. per acre of 
phosphorus flowing into it yearly,” 
said Davis. “That is 10 percent 
pe ve the permissible level, but 
low the dangerous rate, frorh all 
‘sources including, rainfall.” 
Of the 596 tons of phosphorus 
entering the Lake, 98 tons came 
from direct rainfall. The Kissimmee 
River Basin contributed less phos- 
phorus per acre than any inflow 
source other than rainfall. 
As expected, the Taylor Creek- 
Nubbin Slough Basin was the most 
significant phosphorus contributor. 
According to Davis, the problems in 
that Basin are well.on their way to 
being addressed through the Dis- 
trict's participation in the Coordina- 
ting Council on the Restoration of 
the Kissimmee River and Taylor 
Creek-Nubbin Slough Basin and its 
Uplands Detention project to im: 
prove water quality. 

The EAA also was found to be a 
substantial contributor to the ex- 
cess phosphorus loadings to the 
ake. Recommendations to reduce 
loadings entering the Lake from 
this source were presented by 
Davis and included: 

* Adopting water management 
quality criteria for the Lake and its 
tributaries. 

* Expanding Lake Okeechobee wa- . 
ter quality studies. 

* Reviewing and refining drainage 
practices of District and private 
pumping facilities in the EAA to 
jue reduce total flow into the 


* Evaluating engineering, environ- 
mental and economic feasibility of 
additional or alternative reservoirs 
to store EAA runoff. 

* Analyzing all inflow. basins to 
determine the most cost effective 
methods for reducing phosphorus 
loadings within each basin.
